WISCONSIN COWS. 


Experiments Wi 1 Koch's Tuberculine to 
Prevent Disease.

| MILWAUKEE (Wis.,) June 14. —Prot. 
Henry, of the Wisconsin experiment sta- 
tion, has written to an agricultural jour- 
nal of the sudden and “extraordinary de- 
crease of the State dairy herd. The de- 
cline of one of the number last winter 


tuberculine. 

“The work,” he said, “was very care- 
fully performed by a bacterioligist and 
our lecturer on veternary science. To our 
surprise, twenty-five animals out of the 
herd of thirty responded to the test. 
Twenty-eight animals have been killed 
up to ‘date, twenty-six slowing tubercu- 
lar consumption of the lungs, and a few 
were bad cases, indeed, although nearly 
all were very recent. Heretofore our 
herd has been fully up to the average in 
health, and this trouble was surely of 
recent origin.

Awtul Punishment Meted Out to a Negro

been received here of a horrible atrocity 
near Blackshear, Pierce county, on the 
Savannah, Florida and Western Railroad, 
that rivals in its brutality the burning of 
a negro at the stake at Paris, Tex., two 
years ago.

was 2:30 o’clock when the special 
train, crowded with 150 heavily-armed 
deputies, sped out of the union depot 
via the Union Pacific for the scene of the 
trouble with the ’wealers. The deputies 
were armed with revolvers, shotguns and 
rifles and thoroughly understood before 
that there might be fighting to be done. 

Chief Deputy United States Marshal 
Coggehall, who is acting marshal during 
the absence of Marshal White in Califor- 
nia, impressed the men with the necessity 
of being cool, and that no violence should 
be shown unless it was necessary. ‘Mar- 
shal Coggehall and Deputy Liddard have 
charge of the party of deputy marshals. 

It was said at the office of General Mana- 
ger Dickinson that the 'wealers would al- 
low no one near them: They asserted that 
they could take care of themselves. It 
is believed that the reason for refusing: to 
allow a stranger near them was to pre- 
vent spies from associating with them 
and ascertaining their movements. The 
men are unahimous in their declaration 
that they would not walk East and boldly 
asserted that they would capture a train 
and ride. There has been. considerable 
excitement about Union Pacific headquar- 
ters, the government. buildings and army 
headquarters. Superintendent Nichols and 
Assistant Solicitor General Kelly of the 
Union Pacific were closeted with Justice 
Brewer and Judge Dundy this afternoon. 
The entire zubject was thoroughly discussed 
The men in charge are reticent, but each 
would acknowledge that he _ anticipated 
trouble, as the Commonwealers were 
growing restless and desperate and would, 
as soon as possible, make a.break with 
a train for the’ East. If they give up 
peacefully there would be no @ifficulty, 
but if they make a resistance, a conflict 
might ensue. 

Just what will be done with the men if 
captured is not definitely known, or at 
least if it has been decided upon it- has 
been kept secret. The probability is that 
the men will be brought to Omaha and 
placed in the Coliseum until they can 
be brought before the United States Court.

Some Reminiscences by 


General Secretary Hayes Charged 


With Dirty Work. 


The Latter Said to Have Deliberately_ 
vgPrevaricated. 


The ex-Master Workman of the Knights of 
Labor Writes a Book — What

PHILADELPHIA, June 14.—Terence V. 
Powderly, ex-master workman of the 
Knights of Labor, has issued Yor private 
circulation among the members of the 


order a statement containing the inside 


history of the movement which. compelled 
his voluntary retirement. It forms a 
pamphlet of thirty-four pages. In a re-- 
view of the circumstances leading up to 
the events of last fall, which have proven 
so momentous to the Knights of Labor, 
Powderly alludes to the candidacy of ‘John 
O’Keefe in 1892 against Sayres for the 
office of general secretary-treasurer which 
was followed by O’Keefe’s discharge by 
Hayes from his position in the general 
office. 
O’Keefe’s complaint to the general ex- 


ecutive board brought to light complaints 


from other general office employees, all 
members of the order being watched, 
dogged and:browbeaten. ‘‘They asked for 
redress,” says Powderly, “and the general 
executive board gave them a hearing in 
the general office. The G.S.T., who was 
present when the clerks and other em- 
ployees were called before the general ex- 
ecutive board, explained and refused to 
be present at the hearing. The statements 
made at the hearing were taken down in 
shorthand and disclosd a condition of 
affairs which gave the members of the gen- 


eral executive board no little uneasiness. ,

SMOOTH SAILING. 


Canal and its Control Under 
Consideration. ~ 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 
‘WASHINGTON, June 14.—Such smooth 
sailing marked the first meeting today 
of the sub-gommittee of the House Com- 
mittee on Commerce, appointed to frame 
‘a’ Nicaragua Canal plan, that the mem- 
bers feel justified. in predicting that the 
measure will be prepared within a week. 
Several points were argued upon to- 
day. Although Representative Bryan’s 
scheme for a currency issue to construct 
the canal found seme favor, it was defi- 
nitely abandoned, and Senator Morgan’s 
plan will furnish the foundation for the 
bill, which provides for the usual method 
of raising funds by means of a bond is- 
sue. It is practically decided that the 
government's share of the bonds shall be 
$80,000,000. The members agreed to in- 
sert in the bill a proviso that the canal 
company must at some early date (prob- 
ably January 1, 1895) satisfy the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury that all outstanding 


‘debtor contracts have been canceled and 
satisfied that the affairs of the Maritime 


Company, an auxiliary to the éontract 
company, have been settled, and that the 
company has gone out of existence. 

. The government will ‘guarantee the 
funds with which to settle the affairs of 
the present company, but matters must 
be arranged so that the governinent will 
find no complications on its hands, and 
that will be made the final condition of 
the governmental control. “ 


BURNING BARNS. 


An Epidemic of Mysteripus Origin is Raging 


Among Stockton Outbuildings.

SAN FRANCISCO, June 14.—(Special 
Dispatch.) Stockton advices say that 
about three months ago two large barns 
were burned on West's lane, about two 
miles east of town.

the buildings. But with all their -precau- 
tions there has been ho diminution in the 
‘number of fires. On the contrary, they 
are on the ifcrease, and every rancher’s 
place within three miles east of Stockton 
is:.guarded nightly by armed. men, The 
fires still continue. Within the past week 
four more barns have gone in the same 

nner, and the mystery cf the origin 
of the fires still remains unsolved. 

Three days ago Sheriff Cunningham of- 


‘fered: a reward of $500 for the apprehen- 


sion of the persons who started the fires. 
The very day the .,notice of the reward 
\was made public two more barns belong- 
ing to Gerlach and Wagner, about two 
miles east of thié-city; were burned. The

The matter is puzzling the Sheriff and 
police more than anything for years. Do 
what they will, the fires seem to be on 
the increase. It is now generally be- 
lieved that the fires are the work of some 
lunatic whose mania is to burn barns. In 
no other way can the fires be accounted 
for. One watchman at Dick Smith’s barn 
reported to the Sheriff yesterday that at 
midnight he had seen a‘strange man ride 
up to the barn. The watchman fired his 
gun at him and the stranger turned and 
rode off at great speed. Tonight guards 
are patrolling all the ranches north and 
east of this city. :

‘HORRIBLE, DEATH 


A Tragic Suicide at the| 


F. O. Atkinson of Hanford Takes 


His Own Life. 


He Preferred to ‘Die. Rather, Than 
Face Dishonor.. 


Arrested On a Charge of Felony on a Tele- 
‘gram from the North—His Purpose 
Was Accomplished With 
Strychnine. 


Evidently preferring death to dishonor, 
F. ©. Atkinson~ of Hanford committed 
suicide by poison in the County Jail last 
night, shortly after being arrested upon 


Late yesterday afternoon a telegram was 
received by Sheriff Cline from Sheriff V. 
V. Buckrer_ of Kings county, requesting 
him to arrést’and hold F. O. Atkinson, 
who was wanted at Hanford for felony. 
The matter was placed in the hands of 
Deputies W. B. Cline and Dave Martin, 
who finally ascertained that Atkinson was 
stopping at the Hollenbeck Hotel. He 
was not there when the officers called at 
the hotel, but upon learning that he would, 
in all probability, return for dinner about 
6:30 o’clock, they adjourned to the reading- 
room to wait for him. A few minptes 
before 7 o’clock Atkinson, who was a well- 
dressed, gentlemanly young man, appar- 
ently about 30 years of age, stroiled 
through the room on his way to the cafe. 
As he opened the door leading into the 
restaurant Cline accosted him, and, ask- 
ing him to step outside for a few minutes, 
quietly informed Atkinson of his business 
with him, showed him the telegram and 
announced that he would be compelled to 
take him up to the County Jail to await 
the arrival of an officer from Hanford 
with the necessary papers for his return 
to that place. Beyond turning pale, young 
Atkinson betrayed no sign of perturbation 
upon the receipt of this unpleasant infor- 
mation, but, politely requesting permission 
to dine at the cafe, and put a few neces- 
sary articles in his valise, before being 
taken up to the jail, announced his will- 
ingness to accompany the officers. 

His request was readily granted, and, 
leaving him with Deputy Sheriff Martin, 
Cline hurried off to the telegraph office to 


Atkinson. Shortly after Cline’s departure, 
however, young Atkinson began to show 
signs of |nervousness and leaving his 
dinner almost untouched he expressed the 
desire to walk to the jail, without waiting 
until Cline returned, as had been agreed 
upon. Accordingly, Martin escorted him 
up to the jail and tglephonéd upon arrival 
to Cline, who followed soon afterwards. 
As is customary, Atkinson was taken fhto 
the office just inside the jail, to be searched 
and registered, before being put back into 
the jail proper, but in this instance the 
prisoner was not immediately overhauled 
as Cline was momentarily expected, and it 
was not known what arrangements were 
to be made as to his disposal. aon EEE 

While sitting in a chair near the desk 
the young man was suddenly seized with a 
spasm, followed by vomiting, but none of 
the officers present had the faintest sus- 
picion of the:cause. When Cline entered 
the room Atkinson informed him that he 
was sick at the stomach and asked for a 
glass of water, which.was immediately 
furnished him. A few’*moments after he 
was again seized with spasms, and before 
the deputies realized that his seizure was 
something more than an ordinary one, 
their prisoner was dead at their feet. 

Coroner Cates was notified of the occur- 
rence, and, in accordance with his direc- 
tions, the body was removed to the under- 
taking establishment of Orr & Bird where 
an inquest will be held this@morning. 

As no one saw him take any poison and 
none was found upon his person after 
death, it is not known when or where 
Atkinson administered the strychnia with 
which he undoubtedly committed suicide. 
The presumption is, however, that he 
either swallowed it while pretending to eat 
at the Hollenbeck cafe, or during the 
course of his walk up to the jail from the 
hotel with Deputy Sheriff Martin. 

The specific crime of which Atkinson is 
accused is not known, but it is supposed 
that he was short in his accounts with 
the Hanford lumber firm, in whose employ 
he has been up to a short time ago. 

Atkinson registered at the Hollenbeck 
on Friday last, the 8th inst., in his own 
name, so that he either did not apparently 
anticipate pursuit or premeditated self-de- 
struction, if arrested.

The mountain trails, the 
roads over plain and vale were all 
drenched in the blood of those forerun- 
ners of civilization—the first settlers. The 
Apache method of warfare was simply 
cowardly assassination and robbery. The 
old-time Apache warridr. was nothing but 
a human tiger; his love for slaughter al- 
most surpasses belief. Cruel, cunning, 
and in a measure courageous, the Indians 
revelled in carnage and indulged their 
awful desires at every opportunity. Swoop- 
ing down unexpectedly upon a _ train 
of teamsters or an isolated mining 
camp, they would murder and rob to their 
heart’s content. By the time the troops.

tale, the marauding Indians were off on 
a raid in New Mexico or Sonora. When 
wearied with their carnival of blood and 
rapine, they would —. return to 
their valley -homes in Northern’ or 
Eastern Arizona, close to the mountains, 
safe from observation and pursuit. After

would be spent in drunken revelry, the 
intoxicant being a fiery liquor made by 
the Indians from fermented corn and cac- 
tus and called ‘“‘tiz-win.’’ During these 
periods of semi-lunacy it was an easy mat- 
ter to capture or kill the thieving murder- 
ers, although It may be stated here that 
the Apache Indian, as a rule, was very sel- 
dom off his guard. -As the’ unholy fruits 
of conquest became consumed other 
Apaches, known as tame Indians, Ccalied 
by the Mexicans Indios Mansos, were sent 
to the different settlements to trade what- 
‘ever plunder that they could, taking in 
exchange provisions, blankets and w 

ever else would be given them. The horses, 
cattle and gold dust stolen in Northern 
Mexico was sold or exchanged in Arizona 
and that taken from the Americans was 
disposed of in Sonora. The “tame 


red-handed brothers, were shrewd bar- 
gainers and used a great deal of diplo- 
macy in effecting the disposal of the stolen 
property, which, of course, would flad no 
purchaser if it were known that the article 
or animal offered had been stolen and 
most likely had cost one or more human 
lives. It took the people of Arizona many 
years to learn that there was little dif- 
ference between the so-called ‘‘tame’’ and 
‘‘wild’” Apaches. When the discovery was 
made the execution of sentence soon fol- 
lowed the judgment and quite a number 
of “tame Apaches’ were ealled hence, and 
the go-between arrangement ceased, to the 
great loss and consternation of the White 
Mountain and Tonto Apache warriors. The 
Indian having no further means of se- 
curing arms. or ammunition, owing 
to the whites’ discovery of the treachery 
of their former friends; the -‘‘tame_ In- 
dians,”’ raids became less frequent, and; 
with the prompt action and tireless cam- 
paigning of Gen. Crook, the sun of the 
waning Apaches soon set, and he was cor- 
raled within the limits of a reservation 
which he never leaves without special 
permit of the agent or officer in charge. 

The day of Indian raids in Arizona has 
long since passed into history. It now 
seems so long ago that it sounds more 
like the recital of a legend than the state- 
ment of events which occurred within the 
past quarter of a century. 

Where the Indians were strongest and 
made their homes are now flourishing 
farms and orchards and prosperous tewns, 
well supplied with clear, pure water from 
immense irrigating canals, taken out from 
the Salt and Gila rivers. 

The dark cloud of the Apache curse 
has been dispelled from Arizona’s hori- 
zon, and today the sun of prospegity and 
progress beams over a beauteous “land of 
health and wealth, where people do not 
die from disease, for of the latter there 
is none in that favored land, but, in the 
words of a Yuma chieftain, ‘‘they simply 
dry up from old age and the west wind 


wafts them along.”’

HAVE WE AN OIL BELT? 


During the past few months something 
in the nature of a boom has developed in 
bovine for petroleum within the city lim- 
its ofLos Angeles. The section where the 
wells have been sunk is in a depression 
just north. of Second-street Park. It is 
a low-lying and uninviting piece of land 
where nobody would care to build a house 
for a residence, and where lots were diffi- 

cult to sell at $100 apiece until the pres- 
ent oil excitement commenced. Now these 
lots are in great demand, and if they 
cannot bs purchased there is no difficulty 
im finding people who will “lease them 
or sink a well upon them, agreeing to 
pay the owner of the property a royalty 
on all the oil that is produced. There are 
now between twenty-five and thirty wells 
in this little district. It is not an easy 
matter to ascertain any very definite in- 
formation in regard to the output of the 
wells, as the owners are very reticent. 
Thig..may, perhaps, be-explained by the 
fact that most of those who have wells 
in operation are trying to secure adjoining 
territory, and, of course, they do not de- 
sire to give the owners of that territory 
too high an opinion of its value as a 
‘possible producer of oil. It is said that 
some of the wells are yielding as much 
as a dozen barrels®of oil a day, and 
that. the total production of the wells now 
-in operation is something in the neighbor- 
-hood of 125 barrels 9 day. The oil finds 
“ma ready market at $1.75 to $2 per .barrel. 

It is said to be of extra fine quality, and 

this statement appears to be borne out 
by an offer of the Puente. oil- people to 
take the entire product for the purpose 
of mixing with their oil. It-is also said 

that oil which is found here is ex- 
cellent for lubricating purposes, and steps 
shave been taken to erect a small refinery. 
: It is no new thing that there is coal 
soil underneath the site of Los Angeles 


at several points where cuts have been 


depressions. At other points there have 
‘been noted large accumulations of as- 
_phaltum and brea, products of petroleum. 
The Brea ranch, west of Los Angeles 
city, takes its name from the deposits of 
that character which are found there. 
_About a couple of years ago a considerable 
amount of brea was mined just beyond 
Westlake Park, and marketed in this. 
city for fuel, but for some reason or 
other the enterprise was abandoned. There 
have been occasional attempts to develop 
oil within the city limits; but, although 
oil has been found in moderate quan- 
tities, no great success has crowned these 
‘efforts until the present undertaking near 
the Second-street Park, was inaugurated. 
The first oil’ near the park was: struck 
at a depth of 200 feet. Since then other 
wells have been sunk in the same neigh- 
borhood to depths of from 200 to 600 feet, 
which is not a great depth from an oil- 
boring point of view. The ground above

When we consider the fact that such 
Fromising deposits of oil have been found 
in this region, extending over a distance 
of 100 miles, from Ventura county to Pu- 
ente, it is not surprising that encouraging 
developments of oil have been made in 
this neighborhood, but rather that such de- 
velopments should have been delayed . so 
Jong. The extent and value of the oil de- 
posits of Ventura county is little appre- 
ciated by the. people of; this section, ex-' 


side.” It is an open secret that a gréat 
corporation, Which is closely affiliated with 
the Standard Oil Company, if not a di- 
rect branch of that immense corporation, 
is quietly endeavoring to gain control of 
all the available oil-producing sections of 
the. belt, and is purposely keeping back 


It is safe to say that, 
if the existing oil wells of Ventura county 
were worked to anything like their full 
capacity, the result would astonish the 
public; and yet that result would be only 


from a thorough development of the oil 
resources of that remarkable region. 

The oil belt of California ntly 
runs down the Coast parallel with the 
Coast range of mountains. In Santa Cruz 


county oil of good quality has been found; 
also in the western part of Freano county. 


quently covered with oil, showing that 
there is a vast deposit gomewhere in that 
section. Then we come to the extensive 
deposits of Ventura county, the develop- 
ment of which, as stated, has scarcely yet ' 
commenced. Just south of Ventura 
county, in the neighborhood of Newhall, 
there are some wells which have yielded 
remarkable results during the past twelve 
months, and have attracted considerable 
attention from several of our local capi- 
talists. This brings us to Los Angeles 
city, whence it is only a short distance to 
the Puente oil fields, which have done 
wonders considering the conservative man- 
ner in which they have been developed. 
The hills of Puente are reeking with oil, 
and such a thing as a drive-well has never 
been known. In some cases oil has been 
obtained from a shallow trench cut in the 
ground two or three feet deep with a pick 
and shovel. If these hills were in the 
East, all the money necessary to develop 
the oil could be raised without difficulty, 
and perhaps this will be the case here 
since interest has been aroused on the sub- 
ject through the discovery of oil in the 
city. 

As to the actual value of the oil belt 
which appears to have been struck inside 
the city, experts differ} as is usual in such 
cases. Some say that it is only a shallow 
deposit-that will never amount to any- 
thing of great importance, while others, | 
on the contrary—and among these are 
some experienced oil men from Pensyl- 
vania—maintain that the prospects are 
excellent for the development of an oil 
deposit of great extent and importance. 
It is certainly an encouraging fact that 
wherever a well has been bored in the 
section referred to oil has been struck at 
a moderate depth. It is true that so far 
no flowing wells or ‘‘gushers” have yet 
been found, although there are wells 
which flow after they have been left idle 
for a couple of days. The opinion of some 
experts on the subject'iof this ‘oil’’ belt 
has been backed up in a practical man- 
ner; several-Pennsylvania oil men having 
expended a considerable amount of money 
in buying lots within the ofl territory or 
in securing leases and options upon lots, 
which they are unable to. purchase, and in 
purchasing machinery of a much more 
complete and effective description than 
any that -has heretofore been used. It 
is therefore probable that within a short 
time the question as to whether we have 
-or have not a valuable deposit of oil within 
the city limits will be thoroughly tested, 
A strong company of Los Angeles and 
Chicago people has just been organized to 
| sink. for natural gas and oil 2000 feet if 
necessary in the northwestern part of the 
city. Several of the latest wells are being 
sunk on higher ground’ this side of the 
park by these Pennsylvanians, who ap- 
pear to be of the opinion that they have 
a better chance to strike oil there than 
in the depressions, where the first wells 
were sunk. The prospecting is now not 
confined to the small section near the 
park, but is being extended to other parts 
of. the city. Out on Bellevue avenue a 
well is being sunk, also on Macy street 


ern oil people has bonded or leased five 
acres in the southern part of Boyle 
Heights, where they will make a thorough 
and systematic attempt to develop oil. | 
Should these efforts prove successful, it 
would certainly work a wonderful trang, 
formation in Los Angeles: The hoom 
which would follow would cast the real 
estate boom of 1886-87 into the shade. Of 
course, it would be unpleasant for those 
who have choice residence lots to see big 
oil derricks going up in the neighbor- 
hood, but this is a materialistic age, 
and if the owners of these wells found 
that they could get for them several times 
their value as residence lots, for the sake 
of the oil possibilities which they contain, 
they would doubtless become reconciled 
to the situation. Los Angeles would 
then have what it now chiefly needs to 
complete its resources and make it a 
great city—cheap fuel. It is said that 
the oil which is now being pumped in 
the city is at $2 per barrel equivalent to 
coal of the’ best quality at $4 per ton, 
and even cheaper when the saving in la- 
bor is considered. Should the oil be 
found in large quantities, there is no 
reason why it should not be sold in the 
city at $1 per barrel, which would be 
equivalent to coal at $2 per ton, thus 
placing us on a level with the most fa- 
vored manufacturing sections of the East- 
ern States, and enabling us to take a big 
jump to the front. 

A new generation has grown up since 
the days of the oil boom in Pennsylvania 
but those who remember the excitement 
of that time and the wonderful fortunes 
which were made within a short period, 
may be excused for feeling an unusual 
amount of interest in the present dis- 
coveries. The oil boom in Pennsylvania 
of thirty years ago was only second to 
the excitement of 1849 in this State as 
an occasion of rapid fortune-making and 
wild excitement. In 1859 an oil company 
paid $2000 for a farm near Oil Creek. 
Five years later that company paid its 
stockholders a dividend of $300,000, and 
‘before the year was ended was able to 
distribute $1,275,000 to about a dozen men 
who owned the stock. a 

Now that a beginning has been made 
there no reason why a systematic at- 
tempt should not be set on foot to develop 
w at least to test the oil resources of this 
neighborhood. The cost of prospecting for 
oil is not nearly so great as that of open- 
ing up a gold mine, while the chances of 
striking something are much better. The 
cost of sinking a well—thkat is of sink- 
ing a well to a considerable depth, not 
merely a few hundred feet as has been 
done in this city—will average perhaps 
$8000 to $9000. It does not take a very 
heavy daily output of oil at $2 or even 
$1.60 a barrel to pay big interest on this 
expenditure. It is said that one of the

However cheaply oil 
is shipped from the East, the cost of trans- 
portation mist remain considerable and the 
same is true of the oil from Asia which, 
it is said, the Standard Oil Company has 
arranged to ship by steamer to this Coast. 

Whether or not the oil ‘which is now be- 
ing pumped in Los Angeles is lubricating 
oil, and whether or not it may be found 
in very extensive quantities, the fact re- 
mains that it is excellent for fuel and that 
over a hundred barrels are being pro- 
duced daily within the city limits, repre- 
senting a value of over $250, and that this 
‘product comés from less than thirty wells 
which have been sunk during. the past 
few months. Certainly this should be suffi- 
ciently encouraging to lead some of our 
capitalists to test, the question in a syste- 
matic manner s0 as to let us know whether 
or not we have a valuable oil belt within 
the city limits of Los Angeles. 


ORGANIZING DEFEAT WITH ESTEE.

“That. no alien immigrant shall be ad- 
mitted within the United States unless 
he .or she shall exhibit to the United 
States inspectors of arriving immigrants 
at the place of admission a certificate 
signed by the United States consul or other 
authorized representative of’ the United 
States at the place nearest where said im- 
migrant last resided, setting forth that 
the said consul or other or other United 
States representative has made an investi- 
gation concerning said immigrant, and 
that said immigrant does not belong to 
the class or classes of alien immigrants 
excluded from admission into the United 
States under the provisions of the act of 
Congress approved March 3, 1891, entitled 
‘An act in amendment to the various acts 
relative to immigration and the importa- 
tion of aliens under contract or agree- 
ment to perform labor, its amendments 
or supplements,’ or by any other law of the 
United States that now exists or may here- 
after be Said immigrant shall, 
in addition, conform to all present re- 
quirements ef law.”

The continued exposure of the devious 
methods of the big bosses, Buckley;

‘THE POSTAL PRIMARY. 


Max Popper is Evidently in Earnest in 
Pushing it. - : 

Max Popper, chairman of the General 
Democratic Committee of San Francisco, 
is evidently in earnest in his advocacy 
of-the Postal Primary Plan, and it is 
probable that {it will be adopted, with 
some modification -to suit the exigencies 
of the San Francisco situation. The Ex- 
aminer of Wednesday has the following: 
“The Committee on Rules of the Gen- 
eral Committee of the Democratic party 
met last night at the Baldwin Hotel. to 
consider the adoption of some additional 
regulations for the enrollment of Demo- 
crats in district clubs and the conduct of. 
‘primary elections. The most interesting 
feature of the evening, however, proved 
to be the discussion of Max Popper’s 
postoffiice primary election scheme, 

The chairinan presented the report of 
the sub-committee appointed to draft 
the additional rules, and the same was 
adopted without amendment. 

‘‘Max Popper introduced the discussion 


speech, in which he outlined what he 
conceived to be its peculiar advantages. 
‘‘‘T will say, in the first place, that the 
plan will interfere with nothing we shall 
have done up to the time that the ballot 
is placed in the window,’ said Mr. Pop- 
per. ‘Instead of havi the election 
board receiving balloté they will dis- 
tribute ballots.. The ballots are prepared 
‘and numbered both on the ballot andj 
stub. Citizens are supposed to come and 
get their’ ballots. The original plan _ 
u 
they did not have our system of party 
registration. Under our plan a man comes 
and gets it, his name is checked off, he 
takes it home and marks off his prefer- 
ences, as on the Australian ballot. He 
puts his name on it, seals it up and puts 
it in a post box, and all the sealed en- 
velopes are then handled  y the post- 
office force in the usual. way and sent to 
the central headquarters.’ 
“BE. J. Reynolds moved that Mr. Pop- 
per’s resolution be recommended as an 
amendment to the constitution already 
adopted, and #. P. Casserly moved as an 
amendment to this that the law be formu- 
lated in writing by a committee of five 
and reported this evoning. This was

pointed Clitus Barbour spoke for a plan 
of proportional representation. He read 
a short extract from a work on the sub- | 
ject by Daniel Remsen, a member of the 
New York bar and of the Tammany or-/ 
ganization.

President John I. Sabin of the Sunset 
Telephone Company, who has been in town 
for the past two weeks or so, left for the 
North yesterday afternoon, but Special 
Agent Louis Glass, representing that com- 
pany, came down from the North two-or- 
three days ago, and. will. remain—in -the 
city -Tor-a sufficient time to appear before 
‘the City Council in reference to the mat- 
ter at next Monday’s meeting. 

The rates now in force in this .city 
for telephone service are ‘as follows: The 
flat rates, that is, the prices for the use 
of telephones without restriction as to the 
number of switches made, are Se: 
Month “fors business places and °$4° per 
month for residences. The other schedule 
of rates provides the monthly charge for 
a business place shall be $4 and 2 cents for 
each call up to 100 calls. For all calls 
over that number the charge is 1 cent 
each. For residences the monthly rental 
is $3, with the same price for each call 
or switch as for business places. These 
rates are optional with the subscriber. 

It is stated to be the intention of the 
company, if the branch station is estab- 
lished in the southern part of the city, 
to make no charge at all in addition to 
the regular rental for switching. easy 

Mr. Sabin calls attention to the charges 
for telephone service in New York: city,’ 
where,’ accarding to the fates established 
June 1, the charge fer a telephone from 
which an average of ten calls per day is 
made, is $25 per month. Where as high 
as 600 calls per month are made, as is 
done from some of the telephones in Los 
Angeles the subscriber must pay $40 per 
month. 

The statement made by the company 
in regard to its expenses for this city 
last year was published some time ago 
but it may be of interest to give it 
again. It was, in brief, as follows:
